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Hurricanes - the facts of the matter 


Hurricanes - just the men- 
tion of the word can bring a 
variety of thoughts to mind. 

Whtie major hurricanes 
are relatively rare events at 
any location, the fury that 
Hurricane Andrew unleashed 
on south Florida should 
serve to remind residents 
that none of our areas are 
immune. “Not here! We 
haven't had a hurricane in 
years," could be the most 
dangerous words you'll ever 
hear. It's best to be prepared. 
Hurricanes are tropical 
cyclones in which winds 
reach constant speeds of 74 
miles per hour or more, and 
blow in a large spiral around 
a relatively. calm center— the 
eye of the hurricane. Every 
year, these violent storms 
bring destruction in their 
erratic path. 

Stated very simply, hurri- 
canes are giant whirlwinds in 
which air moves in a large 
tightening spiral around a 
center of extreme low pres- 
sure, reaching maximum 
velocity in a circular band 
extending outward 20 or 30 
miles from the rim of the eye. 


this circulation is counter- 
clockwise in the Northern 
Hemisphere, and clockwise 
in the Southern Hemisphere. 
Near the center, hurricane 
winds may gust to more than 
200 miles per hour. The 


entire storm dominates the 


ocean surface and lower 
atmosphere over tens of 
thousands of square miles. 
The eye, like the spiral 
structure of the storm, is 


unique to hurricanes. Here, ` 


winds are light and skies are 
clear or partly cloudy. But 
this calm is deceptive, bor- 
dered as it is by maximum 
force winds and torrential 
rains. Many persons have 
been killed or injured when 
the calm eye lured them our 
of shelter, only to be caught 
in the maximum winds at the 
far side of the eye, where the 
wind blows from a direction 
opposite to that in the lead- 
ing half of the storm. 
Hurricane winds do much 


damage, but drowning 15 the 


greatest cause of hurricane 
deaths. As the storm 
approaches and moves 
across the coastline, it brings 


huge waves, and storm tides 
which may reach 25 feet or 
more above normal. The rise 
may come rapidly, flooding 
costal lowlands. Waves and 
currents erode beaches and 
barrier islands, undermine 
waterfront structures, and

Most occur in August, 
September, and October, 
but the six-month period 
from June 1 to November 30 
is considered the Atlantic 
hurricane season. 

The principal regions of 
tropical cyclone origin vary 
during the season. Most 
early. (May and. June) 
storms originate in the Gulf 
of Mexico and western 
Caribbean. 

In July and August, the 
areas of most frequent ori- 
gin shift eastward, and by 
September are located over 
the larger area from the 
Bahamas southeastward to 
the Lesser Antilles, and 
thence eastward to south of 
the Cape Verde Islands, 
near the west coast of 
Africa. 

After mid-September, the 
principal areas or origin 
Shift back to the western 


‘Caribbean and Gulf of Mexi- 


co. 
On average, six Atlantic 
hurricanes occur per year. 


However, there are signifi- 
cant deviations from this 
average. 

In 1916 and 1950, 11 


hurricanes were observed, 


and no hurricanes were 
observed in 1907 and 1914. 
During 1893, 1950, and 
1961 seasons, four hurri- 
canes were observed in 
progress at the same time. 

Some hurricanes (usually 
weaker than their Atlantic 
counterparts) may strike 
Southern California and 
bring torrential rains to the 
southwest U.S. 

Hurricanes begin as rela- 
tively small tropical 
cyclones which ‘drift gradu- 
ally to the west-northwest 
(in the Northern Hemi- 
sphere), imbedded in the 
westward-blowing, 
tradewinds of the tropics. 
Under certain conditions 
these disturbances increase 
in size, speed, and intensity 
until they become full- 
fledged hurricanes. 

The storms move forward 
very slowly in the tropics, 


and may remain almost sta- 
tionary for short periods of 
time. The initial forward 
speed is usually 15 miles 
per hour or less. Then, as 
the hurricane moves farther 
from the Equator, its for- 
ward speed tends to 
increase; at middle latitudes 
it may exceed 50 miles per 
hour in extremé cases. 

The great storms are driv- 
en by the heat released by 
condensing water vapor, 
and by external mechanical 
forces. 

Once cut off from the 
warm ‘ocean, the storm 
begins to die, starved for 
water and heat energy, and 
dragged apart by friction as 
it moves over the land.

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Hurricane tips - before and after the storm 


Since what you do before 
a storm hits determines 
what you have to do after 
the storm, the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau has the follow- 

` ing recommendations: 

1. Place valuables in safe 
deposit boxes. It is not rec- 
ommended that they be left 
in your home or taken with 

— you to a shelter in case 
your area is evacuated. 

2. Review your insurance 
coverage and be sure to 
make a note of the name, 
address and telephone 
number of your insurance 
carrier. Keep that and the 
policy number(s) in your 
billfold to expedite any 

„claim you may need to file. 
Compile an emergency con- 
tact list of important num- 
bers. 

3. Since power may not 
be available for some time, 
determine if you should 
invest in a portable genera- 
tor to keep food from spoil- 
ing or to continue the oper- 
ation of vital medical equip- 
ment you must use at 
home. 

4. A gas-powered chain- 
saw may be a valuable 
asset to clear debris from 


your immediate area after 
the storm has passed. 

5. Try to have extra cash 
on hand for special emer- 
gencies. Banks cannot 
function in a power outage. 

6. Do not forget an ade- 
quate amount of required 
medication. Refill your pre- 
scription prior to storm 
warnings. 


7. Stock up on baby food ` 


and diapers and food for 
your pets. 

8. Have protective 
footwear handy. Venturing 
outside after a storm may 
present special hazards 
such as contaminated water 
from backed-up sewer lines 
or snakes that have been 
washed into residential 
areas. 

9. Prepare a store of 
emergency rations. 
-canned food, a hand-oper- 
ated can opener, containers 
of water, a radio and a 
flashlight with spare batter- 
ies, extra towels to mop up 
water and a first-aid kit. A 
lantern filled with lamp oil 
and sterno could also be 
helpful. Don't forget to fill 
the gas tank of your auto- 
mobiles.

10. Finally, if all usual 
outdoor preparations have 
been completed, stay tuned 
to emergency broadcasts, 
follow all directions issued 
by authorities and stay 
calm.-Your quick response 
“will benefit both you and 
those around you. 


After the Storm. . . 
After the storm has 
passed, the difficult task of 


^ assessing damage and mak- 


ing emergency repairs must 
now be faced. To avoid 
falling victim to unscrupu- 
lous itinerant workmen who 
usually descend on areas 
hit by natural disasters, the 
following guidelines may be 
helpful: 

1. Try to.do your own 
emergency repairs to pre- 
vent further damage to your 
home and contents and 
document them for insur- 
ance purposes. 

2. If you hire a contrac- 
tor, check out his back- 
ground and be sure he is 
licensed and insured. Call 
your Better Business 
Bureau for a report as well 
as your city or county 
building and zoning depart- 


ment. These agencies will 


usually make every effort to 
have staff available to 
answer such questions. 

3. Beware of fly-by-night 
repair businesses soliciting 
work in unmarked trucks 
and requiring advance pay- 
ment. Hire local firms. 

4. Do not allow anyone 
to work on your home with- 
out a written contract. the 
contract should stipulate 
the name, address and 
license number of the con- 
tractor, a detailed descrip- 
tion of the work to be done 
and the materials to be 
used; the amount, if any, of 
insurance involved; any 
fees, such as building per- 
mits; the completion date 
and amount of money. 

5. Report price-gouging 
to your local police depart- 
ment and your Better Busi- 
ness Bureau. 

6. Do not fall prey to 
Scare tactics by agreeing to 
have repairs done by some- 
one who cites dangerous 
conditions and urges you to 
act immediately. Warnings 
should be given calmly, 
explaining and possible 
alternatives offered. 


7. Beware of the bait- 
and switch routine. the ini- 
tial estimate may be very 
low, however, the contractor 
then tells you “in confi- 
dence” that the materials 
are not really top-grade and 
could not be guaranteed. 
Fortunately, he always hap- 
pens to carry a better brand 
or model - at a higher cost, 
of course. 

8. Don't succumb to 


high-pressure techniques 


such as the price is “good 
only for today.” 

9. Never tell a contractor 
how much you think you 
can afford to spend on a 
job. His estimate may turn 
out to match that amount 
exactly. 

10. An last but not least - 
do not let a contractor talk 
you into saving money: by 
circumventing the law. 
Make sure all required per- 
mits are obtained or you 
шау find yourself paying a 
stiff fine, not to mention 
having to do a shoddy job 
all over again.

People in the 
watch area should listen for 
further advisories and be 
prepared to act quickly 1f a 
hurricane warning is 
issued. 

Hurricane warning: A 
warning that there will be 
hurricane-force rain and 
winds of at least 74 mph 
within 24 hours. Warnings 
also may be issued for.areas 
where dangerously high 
water-or waves are expect- 


ed. 

Hurricane track: The 
storm's. path of movement. 

Tornado watch: Notice 
that weather conditions are 
right for a tornado to devel- 
op. T 

Tornado warning: Notice 
that a tornado has been 
sighted or 13 spotted on 
radar. Warnings will give the 
location of the tornado and 
the area immediately affect- 
ed by the warning. 


Small craft advisory: 
Forecast winds as high as 
38 mph and Sea conditions 
considered dangerous for 
small craft. 

SLOSH: (Sea, Lake and 
Overland Surges from Hur- 
ricanes) A computerized 
model prediction tidal surge 
heights and winds from 
hypothetical hurricanes 
with selected characteristics 
in size, forward speed, track 
and winds.

-If you evacuate be sure to 
shut off gas valves, electric 
switches and turn off main 
water valve. 

-Eat something before you 
leave home. Do not go to a 
shelter hungry. Emergency 
rations will be available only 
as the storm progresses. No 
candy or sweets will be fur- 
nished

Leave them 
plenty of food and water or 
board them with the vet. 

Recognize that an Emer- 
gency Evacuation Shelter 
wil not have all the com- 
forts of home. 

You will be expected to reg- 
ister as soon as you enter the 
building: list the names and 
ages of your entire group. If 
you are unable to do so, 
please volunteer to assist the 
shelter workers in making 
your stay there as comfort- 
able as possible.

The devastation wrought by Hurricane 
Andrew on areas of south Florida serves аз 
a graphic reminder that one can't be overly 
prepared for the onslaught of a major 
storm. - x $ 

While most people are aware of the basic 
precautions to take when a hurricane 
approaches (such as stocking up on non- 
perishable food, water and flashlight. bat- 
teries), an area that 1з frequently over- 
looked is basic medical needs. 

When a hurricane strikes, electricity, 
telephone service and other utilities may 
be out for several days. Most— if not 
ай— businesses, including pharmacies, are 
likely to be closed for an extended period of 
time. Major roads, if not damaged by the 
storm to begin with, are likely to be littered 
with debris, making travel difficult or 
impossible. E * Ж 

For someone who is not impaired, such 
conditions are an inconvenience. But for 


someone with a chronic medical condition, . 


they could be life-threatening. 

Here are some suggestions for meeting 
medical needs should a hurricane threat- 
en: 


"emergency supply." These include - 
medicines for heart problems, high blood 
pressure, insulin and:syringes for diabet- 
ics, medicines for treatment of neurological 
problems, ànd oxygen for respiratory con- 
ditions. У 

2. Buy or put together a first atd kit in 
the event someone is injured by flying or 
falling debris. Be sure to include plenty of 
sterile gauze and bandages, rubbing alco- 
hol,-a skin disinfectant, an analgesic such 
as aspirin or acetaminophen (Tylenol is 
one brand), and a first aid guide. 

3. Make sure you have plerity of bottled 
water for drinking, cooking and cleansing 
cuts and abrasions. 

4. Notify the police, sheriff's department, 
Emergency Management Department or 
Civil Defense authorities BEFORE the 
storm strikes if you or someone in your 
household is pregnant, confined to a 
wheelchair, bedridden, is physically or 
mentally impaired, or is dependent on elec- ' 
trical equipment for life support. These 
agencies can help determine if the 
impaired person should be moved to a 
community shelter or hospital to insure

Preparing your pet for a hurricane 


Did you know that many 
people risk their lives by 
refusing to evacuate their 
homes if forced to leave 
their pets behind during a 
hurricane? American Red 
Cross shelters can not 
accept pets for health rea- 
sons, but now there is an 
alternative for animal 
lovers.

* Make sure your pet is 
wearing a collar with ID and 
a leash. 

* Bring any necessary 
medications. $ 

* Bring pet food and bot- 
tled water, enough for three 
days, to the shelter. * 

* Smaller animals should 
be transported in a carrier. 
If you have a spacious crate, 
please bring it. 

Remember...There are 
more pets than boarding 
spaces in veterinary shel- 
ters. Only use shelters if no 
other choices are available. 

There will be no home 
pick-up of pets, so plan 
your evacuation route care- 
fully. Get your pets and 
family to Red Cross shelters 
or other safe places as 
quickly and safely as possi- 
ble. 

Livestock should only be 
boarded in barns that are 
strong enough to withstand 
the FULL storm surge. Leav- 
ing livestock in fenced pas- 
ture is sometimes a better 
alternative. Proper ID 
should be worn by livestock 
at all times. This will be

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helpful for animals that get 
lost or injured during the 
hurricane. 

After the storm... 

Use caution in allowing 
your pet outdoors after the 
storm has passed. Familiar 
scents and landmarks may 
be altered and your pet 
could easily be confused 
and become lost. Downed 
power lines, broken glass 
and other hazards could 
present real dangers to your 


pet. 

Take precautions not to 
allow your pet to consume 
water or food which may 
have become contaminated. 

By taking the proper pre- 
cautions, you and your 
loved ones (two - or four 
legged) can safely weather a 
hurricane.

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HRS safety tips for the storm season 


The Health and Rehabilita- 
tive Services (HRS) offices 
have provided the following 
environmental health recom- 
mendations for disaster pre- 
paredness. 


Water: If power outages or 
- flooding occurs, consider all 
water supplies unsafe. Resi- 
dents should be prepared 
with an emergency supply of 
water. It is recommended that 
you prépare for a half a gal- 
lon of water per person per 
day for drinking. When you 
add such personal hygiene 
items as tooth brushing, you 
should double the figure and 
prepare a gallon of water per 
person per day. 

The use of washed plastic 
milk jugs provides safe and 
economical storage of water. 

If you need to purify water, 
you can do so by adding eight 
drops of bleach to a gallon of 
water (household bleach con- 
tains 5-6% free available 
chlorine). Stir or shake and 
let stand for 30 minutes. 
Another alternative is to boil 
the water for 20 minutes and 
let cool. 

Alternatives to fresh water 
for drinking include fruit 
juices and vegetable juices in

cans. You should also keep a 
supply of dry powdered milk, 
cocoa mix and tea bags with 
the stored water. 

Private drinking water can 
be tested at local HRS County 
Health Departments after the 
disaster has passed. 


Baby needs and medica- 
tions: Formula, disposable 
diapers'and baby drugs (such 
as childrens pain reliever) 
should be kept on hand. You 
should also provide an ample 
supply of any médications 
needed for all family mem- 
bers. 


Things not to forget: Bat- 
teries, candles, paper goods, 
garbage bags, а manual can 
opener, sterno, bug repellant, 
pet food, mop, first aid sup- 
plies and rubber gloves are 
all important items to have 
on hand during an emergen- 
cy. 


Shopping list: When 
shopping for the regular fam- 
ily needs, add a few extra 
items to include in your 
emergency supplies. Some 
suggested items are water 
packed tuna or salmon, 
canned chunk chicken or 


turkey, peanut butter, instant 
cereal, crackers and muffins, 
„геаду to eat cereals, canned 
vegetables, fruits such as 
raisiris, dates, dried fruits, 
lemons and. bananas, instant 
puddings and snack items 
such as sweets and nuts. 


Food safety: If you must 
evacuate your home, or if the 
power is out or flooding 
occurs, be careful of contami- 


nation to food items. Items . 


that should be disposed of in 
these situations include fresh 
milk, custards, creamed 
foods, creamed cheese, 
cheese spreads, cottage 
cheese, eggs and butter. 
Meats can also become con- 
taminated if not properly 
refrigerated and should be 
discarded. Hamburger, pork, 
fish and poultry spoil rapidly 
without refrigeration and 
should not be eaten. 

Remember - Do Not Trust 
Your Sense Of Smell. Con- 
taminated foods may not 
develop a tell-tale odor. It is 
better to be safe and discard 
the food rather than chance 
food poisoning. 

During an emergency, do 
not try and cook foods as a 
way of saving them for later 


consumption. Items such as 
eggs that have been hard 
boiled can spoil quickly if left 
at room temperature. : 

If the power 15 out for more 
than one day, clean out the 
refrigerator and throw away 
the perishable items. Remem- 
ber to keep the freezer door 
shut. Other points to remem- 


ber about freezers: 
*A full freezer will stay cold 
longer. 


*Frozen, plastic jugs of 
water can be used as ice 
alternatives for cold storage. 

*Meats and other solid 
items will stay frozen longer 
than breads. 

*Set thermostat at the 
maximum cold setting if a 
storm is approaching. 

*The bigger the freezer, the 
longer the contents will stay 
frozen. 

*Dry ice will-keep food 
frozen for 1-4 days. Use 50 
pounds for a 20 cubic foot 
freezer. 


*Refreezing partially 
thawed food is risky busi- 


ness. You are better off dis- 


carding it. 


Solid waste disposal: 
Have an ample supply of 
garbage bags to provide dis- 


posal of food wastes and 
store the. waste in tight fitting 
containers outside. 


Sewage disposal: If your 
home is on a septic tank and 
severe По occurs, there 
will be the possibility of 
sewage contamination by 
outside flood waters and non- 
functioning inside toilet facili- 
ties. The possibility of the city 
utility sewer service not func- 
tioning will also be a major 
concern. To help alleviate the 
conditions of inadequate 
sewage disposal, plan to have 
at least one or two five-gallon 
plastic containers with tight 
fitting lids (available from 
wholesale paint stores). After 
the disaster has passed, the 
container contents can be 
emptied into normal operat- 
ing toilet facilities. 


Vector control: With the 
increased flooding that could 
be expected around most 
areas, mosquito breeding will 
become extremely heavy. 
Mosquitos are excellent carri- 
ers of several diseases. Bug 
repellents are a necessity. 
Provide adequate protection 
for all members of the family.

Question - I'm a new resi- 
dent and my neighbor said 
her horneowner's insurance 
did not pay when wind dam- 
aged her home during a hurri- 
cane.

. ered for windstorm damage 
either. Where can I get wind- 
storm coverage? 

Answer - Your agent Should 
be able to help you find wind- 
storîî Coverage through a pri- 
vate insurer or through the 
Florida Windstorm Associa- 
tion. . 

Ask your agent if wind- 
storm insurance can be added 
to your existing policy. If your 
company will not add wind- 
storm coverage, you may be 
eligible for coverage through 


the Windstorm Association.. 


This coverage will be separate 
from your homeowners’ insur- 
ance. 
The Florida Windstorm 
‚ Association is a рооГоѓ Flori- 
da's licensed property insur- 
ance companies. These com- 
panies provide windstorm 
coverage in eligible areas of 
the state where. coverage is 
not otherwise available. It was 
created by the Florida Legisla- 
ture in 1970 as a result of 
lack of Windstorm protection 
for residents located in the 


Florida Keys. 

Your agent can help you 
determine whether you are eli- 
gible and provide you with 
cost information and an appli- 
cation for coverage. Don't wait 
until a storm is on the horizon

Distinction between damage important 


Destruction caused by hur- 
ricanes is from one of two 
basic sources: wind and 
water. The distinction is 
important from an insurance 
perspective. 

To achieve hurricane stà- 
tus, a storm must have sus- 
tained winds of at least 74 
miles per hour. Property dam- 
age is often caused by wind 
force as well as a barrage of 
flying debris. Some hurricanes 
also spawn destructive torna- 
does. 

When Hurricane Andrew 
struck the south Florida 
coast, the surface wind at 
landfall was. estimated to be 
more than 140 mph. Build- 
ings were lifted from their 
foundations, trees snapped, 
and piles of debris, up to six 
feet high, clogged streets. 

Water-related hurricane 
destruction is from torrential 
rains or storm surge, the most 


dangerous part of a hurricane. 
The low pressure and 
strong winds around the hur- 
ricane's eye raise the ocean 
surface, forming a dome of 
water as much as 50 miles 
across. As the storm moves 
into shallow coastal waters, 
the storm surge can rise 20 
feet or more above normal sea 
level, causing massive 
and destruction along shore- 
lines in its path. The storm 
surge caused by Hurricane 
Hugo in South Carolina was 
12-14 feet. 


As the storm moves inland ` 


and its winds diminish, the 
flooding caused by torrential 
rains becomes its greatest 
threat. Serious flooding often 
occurs hundreds of miles 
inland. In 1972, Hurricane 
Agnes was downgraded from 
hurricane status shortly after 
landfall, but the storm created 
extreme flooding conditions

York. . Pennsylvania was 
extremely hard hit by floods 
that caused an estimated $2.5 
billion in damage ш that state 
alone. 

Federal Insurance Adminis- 
tration (FIA) officials advise 
property owners to be aware 
of the distinction between 
wind and water related dam- 
age. According to FIA, most 
people do not realize that their 
homeowners" policies specifi- 
cally exclude damage result- 
ing from storm surge and 


Flood protection is available 
to property owners in nearly 
18,000 participating commu- 
nities through the National 
Flood Insurance Program 
(NFIP). The program was cre- 
ated by Congress and is over- 
seen by FIA, part of the Feder- 
al d end Management 


As of March 1990, the NFIP 
had received more than 
17,500 flood insurance claims 
and paid out more than $300 
million resulting from the dev- . 
astation of Hurricane Hugo. 

Flood insurance can be 
purchased from any licensed 
property and casualty agent. 
Policies are then processed 
through the federal govern- 
ment's NFIP or through the 
many private insurance com- 
panies. who have signed 
arrangements with FIA to 
write and service flood insur- 
ance through the Write Your 
Own 

The ЕТА cautions that there 
18 normally a five-day waiting 
period between the time flood 
insurance is purchased and 
the time it goes into effect. 
Property owners should inves- 
tigate flood Insurance now, 
before a hurricane landfall is 
imminent.

Even if you've never experi- 
enced a major flood, you 
ought to know what to do if 
floodwaters threaten your 


community. 

The following tips from the 
National Flood Insurance 
Program should be used as 
suggested guidelines for 
action. Of course, if you find 
yourself in a flood situation 
and do not know what to do, 
check with local disaster offi- 
cials. “ 


STEPS TO TAKE TODAY 
Make an itemized list of

helpful. These will assist 
an adjuster in settling 
claims and will help prove 
uninsured losses, which 
are tax deductible. 

* Learn the safest route 
from your home or place of 
business to high, safe 
ground if you should have to 
evacuate in a hurry. 

* Keep a portable radio, 
emergency cooking equip- 
ment, and flashlights in 

. working order. 

* Persons who live in fre- 
quently flooded areas 
should keep on hand materi- 
als such as sandbags, ply- 
wood, plastic sheeting, and 
lumber which can be used to 
protect property. (Remember, 
sandbags should not be 
stacked directly against the 
outer walls of a building, 
since, when wet, the bags 
may ‘create added pressure 
on the foundation.) · 

: * Buy flood insurance. 
You Should contact your 
property/casualty agent or. 
broker. about eligibility Гог 

- flood insurance, which is 
offered though the National 
Flood Insurance Program. 
Generally, there is a five-day 
waiting period for this policy 
to become effective, so don't 
wait until the last minute to 
apply. 

* Keep your insurance 
policies and a list of person- 
al property in a safe place, 
such as a safety-deposit box. 
Know the name and location 
of the agent(s) who issued 
these policies.

Ы ‚ Keep а battery-powered 
radio tuned to a local sta- 
tion, and follow all emergen- 
cy instructions. 

* If you're caught in the 
house by suddenly rising 
waters, move to the highest 
levél and, if necessary, to the 
roof. Take warm clothing, a 
flashlight, and portable radio 
with you. Then wait for help . 
. .don't try to Swim to safety. 
Rescue teams will be looking 
for you. 

* Turn off all utilities at 
the main power switch and 
close the main gas valve if 
evacuation appears neces- 
sary. Do not touch any elec- 
trical equipment unless it is 
in a dry area and you are 
standing on a piece of dry 
wood while wearing rubber 
gloves and rubber-soled 
boots or shoes. 

* Move valuable papers, 
furs, jewelry, clothing, and 
other contents to higher ele- 
vations 

* Fill bathtubs, sinks and 
jugs with clean water in 
case regular supplies are 
contaminated. You can sani- 
tize these items by first rins- 
ing with bleach. 

* Board up windows or 
protect them with storm 
shutters or tape to prevent 


* Bring outdoor posses- 
sions inside the house or tie 
them down securely. This 


. includes lawn furniture, 
.garbage cans, tools, signs, 


and other moveable objects 
that might be swept away or 
hurled about. Р 

: + If it із safe to evacuate 
by car, you should consider 
the following. . 

* Stock the. car with non- 
perishable foods шке 
canned goods), a plastic 
tatner of water, blankets, 
aid kit, flashlights, dry cloth- 
ing and any special medica- 
tion needed Бу уочг family. 

* Keep the gas tank at 
least half full since gasoline 
pumps will not be working if 
the electricity has been cut 
off. 

* Do not drive where 
water is over the roads. 
Parts of the road may already 
be washed out. 

* If your car stalls in a 


flooded area, abandon it as 


soon as possible. Floodwa- 


` ters can rise rapidly and 


sweep a car (and its occu- 
pants) away. Many deaths 
have resulted from се 


` If your ' home, apartment 
or business has suffered 
flood damage, immediately 
call the agent or broker 
who handles. your flood 
insurance policy. The agent 
will then submit a loss 
form to the National Flood 
Insurance Program. An 
adjuster will be assigned to 
inspect your property as 
soon as possible. 

* Prior to entering a 
building, check for struc- 
tural damage. Make sure it is 
not in danger of collapsing. 
Turn off any outside gas 
lines at the meter or tank, 
and let the house air for sev- 
eral minutes to remove foul 
odors or escaping gas. 

* Upon entering the build- 
ing, do not use open flame as 
a source of light since gas 
may still be trapped inside; a 


battery-operated flashlight is - 


ideal. 

* Watch for electrical 
shorts or live wires before 
making certain that the main 
power switch is turned off. 
Do not turn on any lights or 
appliances until an electri- 
cian has checked the system 
for short circuits. 

* Cover broken windows 
and holes in the roof or walls 
to prevent further weather 
damage. 

* Proceed with immediate 
cleanup measures to pre- 
vent any health hazards. Per-

opened medicines that have 
come in contact with flood- 
waters. 

* Water for drinking and 
food preparation should be 
botled vigorously for ten min- 
utes (until the public water 
system. has been declared 
safe). Another method of dis- 
infecting is to mix 1/2 tea- 
spoon of liquid. commercial 
laundry bleach with 2-1/2 
gallons of water. . . let stand 
for five minutes before using. 
The flat taste can be removed 
by pouring the water from 
one container to another or 
adding a pinch of salt. In an 
emergency, water may be 
obtained by draining a hot 
water tank of melting ice 
cubes. 

* Refrigerators, sofas, the 
other hard goods should be 
hosed off and kept for the 
adjuster’s inspection. A good 
deodorizer when cleaning 
major kitchen appliances is 
to add one teaspoon of bak- 
ing soda to a quart of water. 
Any damaged items 
should be dried and aired; 
the adjuster will make rec- 
ommendations as to their 
repair or disposal. Take pic- 
tures of the damage done to 
your building and contents. 

* Take all wooden furni- 
ture outdoors, but keep it 
out of direct sunlight to pre- 


_vent warping. A garage or 


carport is a good place for 
drying. Remove drawers and 
other moving-parts as soon 
as possible, but don not pry 
open swollen drawers from 
the front. Instead, remove 


the backing and push the 
drawers out. 

* Shovel out mud while it 
is still moist to give walls 
and floors-a chance to dry. 
Once plastered walls have 
dried, brush off loose dirt. 
Wash with a mild soap solu- 
tion and rinse with clean 
water; always start at the 
bottom and work up. Ceilings 
are done last. Special atten- 
tion at this early stage 
should also be paid to clean- 
ing out heating and plumb- 
ing systems. 

* Mildew can be removed 
from dry wood with a solu- 
tion of 4 to 6 tablespoons of 
trisodium phosphate (TSP), 1 
cup liquid chlorine bleach, 
and 1 gallon water. 

* Clean metal at once 
then wipe with a kerosene- 
soaked cloth. A light coat of 
oil will prevent iron from 
rusting. Scour all utensils, 
and, if necessary, use fine 
steel wool on unpolished sur- 
faces. Aluminum may be 
brightened by scrubbing with 
a solution of vinegar, cream 
of tartar, and hot water. 

* Quickly separate all 
laundry items to avoid run- 
ning colors. Clothing or 
household fabrics should be 
allowed to dry (slowly, away 
from direct heat) before 
brushing off loose dirt. If you 
cannot get to a professional 
cleaner, rinse the items in 
lukewarm water to remove 
‘lodged soil. Then wash with 
mild detergent; rinse and dry 
in sunlight.

coast as the hurricane fhakes landfall. 
Tides are 5 to 25 feet above normal and 
superimposed on the high tides are large 
wind-driven waves. Nine out of ten deaths 
caused by hurricanes, occur in the surge. 


*Stay at home if dwelling is sturdy and on- 


high ground. Stay indoors during the hurri- 


cane and away from windows on the down- 
wind side ofhouse.. . 

*Moor your boat securely or move it.to 
safe shelter. 

*Secure outdoor objects or bring them Е 
indoors. 

*Protect your windows with boards, 
shutters or tape. 

*Fuel car. 
*Draw enough water to last several days. 
*Bring pets indoors.
